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THE REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Following entry the amendment filed 9/29/2003, the claims 30-45 are pending. 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 30-33, 37-40 and 45, no prior art has been found teaching or 
suggesting an isolating nucleic acid molecule comprising a nucleotide sequence encoding 
mutated canine von Willebrand Factor polypeptide wherein the nucleotide sequence is capable 
of hybridizing under high stringency condition to the complementary sequence of the sequence 
of SEQ ID NO: 1 having mutation at nucleotide 937 and the kit containing the contiguous 
nucleic acids of the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO:l having a mutation at nucleotide 937 
and the probe capable of detecting a mutation associated with canine von Willebrand's disease 
wherein the mutation is a base deletion at nucleotide 937 of the nucleotide sequence encoding 
mutated canine Von Willebrand Factor polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 1 . 

Concerning claims 34-36 and 41-44, no prior art has been found teaching or suggesting a 
method of detecting a canine von Willebrand Factor gene in a sample via hybridization or 
amplification. The method applies an oligonucleotide comprising contiguous nucleotides of the 
nucleic cid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 encoding canine von Willebrand Factor polypeptide 
having mutation at nucleotide 937 hybridizes to the complementary sequence of nucleic acid in 
the sample. The method also applies the primer comprising SEQ ID NO: 23 and 25 to amplify 
the DNA sample for the detections.
